The life of George Stepheuson, the one 


mndredth anniversary of whose birth has 
list been celebrated in England, is well 
worth the careful study of the young. It 
is one of those lives which stand out an 
abiding testimony to the fact that pov- 
erty and lowly condition in early life can- 
not keep down one who is patient, per- 
sistent and persevering. 
Over the door 


of one of the large private banking houses 
in England hangs a sign in the shape of a 
satchel. The founder of the house went 
from the provinces to London, with his 
whole wardrobe in a satehel and his whole 
wealth in a single piece of silver, worth 
sixty cents of American money. The sign 
over the 'door,is intended to preserve the 
memory of that incident. But the banker 
was not as useful a man, perhaps, as was 
Stephenson, The latter was born in the 
colliery village of Wylam, in Northum- 
berland, England. His father was a la- 
boring man, and his home a single room 
in a small laborer's cottage. 
When nine 


years old, George earned four cents a day 
tending a widow's cow. 
Then we find 


him working as helper to bis father, who 
was a fireman at a colliery, when George 
was still so little be had to hide from tho 
overseer, earning twelve cents a day—be- 
coming a full fireman when fifteen, at 
twenty-four cents a day—then an engine 
man at seventeen, ranking his father, 
who became his son George's firemen 
regarding himself as "a made man for 
life" when his wages were raised to three 
dollars a week—without knowledge of the 
alphabet even when he was eighteen 
years old—taking lessons when approach- 
ing manhood, in spelling and reading 
three nights in the vveek at the village 
night school at six cents a week—pursu- 
ing his lessons at the colliery fire, and 
doing "sums" on his piece of slate, or 
with chalk on the side of a coal wagon- 
eking out his scanty wages in his "scan- 
ty leisure time by mending and making 
shoes for his fellow workmen, cutting out 
their clothes for the needles of their 
wives, cleaning and mending clocks, un-

Iowa Mime years ago from the State of 
Ohio, a young man of clear intellect, 
great energy, and genial presence. 
He 


served his country in the war of the 
rebellion, with bravery, and won golden 
opinions of all sorts of men. Ten years 
ago he was elected Auditor of Benton 
county , thence became Auditor of tho 
State. He is one of the happiest speak- 
ers in the West, and will do honor to his 
adopted and his native State. A brighter 
future, we predict, is open to him.

In 1871 slic 
made a will and afterward added a codicil 
thereto, liMving her property to various 
charitable institutions, but the bulk of it, 
nearly $")i'(1,000, to Cardinal McClosky. 
The Surrogate finds that Mrs. Merrill was 
sane upon all subjects except those rela- 
ting to he"' nephew, also that she was free 
from undue influence, but he comes to 
the conclusion that Mrs. Merrill labored 
under SIK h an ins.me delusion as de- 
scribed, and it was such as to render the 
will and codicil void in law. The prop- 
erty therefore goes to the legitimate 
heirs.
